"e " BALFOUR'S STATEMENT. 


After reiterating Lord Lansdowne's 


brief statement in the house of lords 
yes- 
=aterday the premier continued: 
"The blockade will be carried out 


bv Great Britain and Germany along 
different portions of tho coast and 
though the two fleets will have the 
same objects they will not act as one 
force. We never had any intention 
of landing troops in Venezuela or of 
occupying territory even tempora- 
rily. We do not think it desirable 
on either military or other grounds. 
All tho conditions governing such a 
blockade have been carefully consid- 
ered and will be published in due 
time for the information of neutrals. 
The governments are ir.ost anxloua 
that these operations, the necessity 
lor which we deeply regret, should 
t>e os little inconvenient to neutrals 
as they can possibly be made. No 
difference will be made between the 
vessels of the various neutral powers. 
I think it is quits likely that the 
United States will think that there 
•;.innot be such a thinir as a 'pacific 
blockade,' and I, personally, take tho 
same view. Evidently a blockade In- 
volves a state of war."

Senate Passes the Pension E 


as House Did Without 


Any Debate, 


Washington, Dec. 17.—When the 


house convened today a bill was 
passed to extend the act of June 16, 
1900, which authorizes the sale of 
stone and timber for use in the In- 
dian territory so as to provide for its 
sale to railroads, parts of whose lines 
are in the territory. 


The speaker laid before th« house a 


letter from Governor Smith, of Mary- 
land, notifying the house of the pre- 
sentation by the state of Maryland of 
the statues of Charles Carroll, of Car- 
rollton, or-e of the signers of the dec- 
laration of independence, and John 
Hansen, president of the continental 
congress. These statutes are now in 
Statuary hall. 


A resolution was adopted setting 


aside Saturday, Jan. 3, after 3 p. m., 
for the exercises in connection with 
the acceptance of these statues. 
The 


house then resumed the consideration 
of the legislative appropriation bill, 


Mr. Bartlett, of Georgia, offered an

handed the girl a package, saying 
it had been sent for. She ate a 
part of the candy and was taken vio- 
lently ill and lay in a stupor for 
twelve hours. 
Doctors who resusci- 


tated her found that she was a victim 
of arsenical poisoning and that the 
candy had been saturated with ar- 
senic. 
The case was placed in the 


hands of the police. It is believed 
that the package was sent by a 
young man who was Jealons of her 
and who had made threats against 
her life. 


JENNINGS GETS VEBDICT. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 17.—The 


suit of Editor David Jennings; for- 
merly publisher of a paper at Salem, 
Washington county, but now a resi- 
dent of Ohio, against 
twenty-two 


citizens of Salem, 
charging them 


with whitecapping him, came to an 
end in the federal court yesterday, 
when the jury awarded him damages 
of $510. Jennings sued for $200,- 
000 and the case had been on trial 
for over two weeks. 


The eult was the culmination of a 


protracted war 
between 
Jennings 


and other citizens of Salem. Jen- 
nings was arrested several times on 
different charges. His wife left him 
and went to friends 
in Louisville. 


He was expelled from the Masonic 
lodge and finally left the place. Just 
before leaving he wrote a pamphlet 
and caused a large number of copies 
to be published. 
Some inkling of 


the contents reached the people and 
he was waylaid on the street one 
night and forced to accompany the 
party to his house, where a number 
of the pamphlets were turned over to 
them. 


In his complaint Jennings charged 


that a conspiracy had been formed 
against him, that he was arrested on 
false charges and convicted on per- 
jured testimony, and that the same 
methods were invoked to cause his 
expulsion from the Masonic order. 


The court instructed the jury that 


the conspiracy charge was not sus- 
tained. 
The verdict is ngalnst four 


men who were prominently identified 
with the assault in the alley. The 
costs will aggregate $7,000. 


PUTS BLAME ON BRAKEMAN. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 17.—A 


freight brakeman running over a 
road on which there was a low bridge 
that had already killed nineteen 
brakemen was held by the supreme 
court to have assumed the risk of 
being killed by it in case he should 
fail to lie down when his train passed 
under it.

A. Francis, who was knocked from 
his train by the wagon bridge over 
the Monon railroad track at Putnam- 
ville when he was sitting on a brake 
wheel on top of a box car half asleep. 


The supreme court affirmed a judg- 


ment for the defendant.

A law which might have an- 
gwered the purpose when compett-

The commission reaffirms its rec- 


ommendations for amending the In- 
ter-state commerce law and urges 
the grave necessity for legislation.

f-iving secret rates to grain shippers 
emphasizes the fact that the criminal 
provisions of the present inter-stale 
law are practically n dead letter.
